Some NUw Road Law. 

It may be I wi ll to uote the 
changes in the State's road law 
by the last Legislature From an 
exchange weelip: "It, is now 
unlawful to obstruct a ditch by 
building a road over it without 
providing a culvert or drain pipe 
of sufficient lize to carry the 
water. 

"It is against the law to place 
a fence, post, tree or other ob- 
struction closer than 'ik feet of 
the outer edge of the ditch, and 
the owner it required to fix the 
ditch and remove the fence at his 
own expense within five days or 
be liable to a lue of fg.00 for ev- 
ery day he permits such obstruc 
tion to remain. 

"Every maa between the ages 
of IS and 50 (except ministers of 
the Gospel) limst work on the 
dirt roads. The only exception 
for persons working the road is 
to pay to the County Koad Engi- 
neer 91.00 bufore the road is 
worked. No property tax is to 
be worked out on the road. O- 
verseers must return their lists 
before October 1st."
